Police, 
who have been using the 
city's speed timer in a 
c r a c kdown on speeding, 
point out that when the 
number of arrests increases, 
the accident total drops. 

This month’s 72-accident 
prediction is the lowest 
since the procedure to fore¬ 
cast traffic mishaps was 
started in January 1960. 
Last month. 86 were pre¬ 
dicted and 75 were reported.

Corn planting Is getting under 
way. Many farmers plant corn 
thicker, with the increased use 
of fertilizers. Many try to get 
a plant population of about 16.,- 
OPO plants per acre. Here's a 
| guide in planting to get such 
| population: one kernel every 
9% inches in 40-inch rows is 
[equal to 16,000 kernels an acre. 
One every 85a inches equals 
18.000. 

With the conventional edge- 
drop com planter plates, the 
oversized kernels remain in the 
box. To prevent “misses,” re¬ 
move these kernels -periodically 
by completely dumping the 
boxes. 

Check the strike-off pawls in 
your corn planter boxes since 
rust may cause them to stick. 
The seeding rate will be too 
high when the pawls do not ride 
down on the plate and extra 
corn passes out in the cells. A 
broken spring can have the same 
effect. 

When planting corn, select a 
higher seeding rate setting for 
the corn planter than the num¬ 
ber of ears per acre you want 
at harvest. There is a norma] 
drop of 10 to 15% due to ger¬ 
mination, cultivation, insects, 
and barren stalks. If you plant 
at a high travel speed, the cells 
will not fill as completely as at 
a slower speed. For the higher 
speeds, use a plate with a long¬ 
er cell and a higher seeding rate 
setting. .

Many of the wheat fields bad¬ 
ly affected with mosaic disease, 
very noticeable a few weeks ago, 
seem to have recovered almost 
completely. It is expected, how¬ 
ever, that the disease was seri¬ 
ous enough in some cases to re¬ 
duce yields. 

Mike Britton, extension ento¬ 
mologist, University of Illinois, 
was in the county last week. He 
looked at a number of fields and 
said the situation here is simi¬ 
lar to most wheat-growing areas 
in the state. Very little mosaic 
is found in fields of the soft 
varieties, as they are much more 
resistant, almost immune. Hard 
wheats are susceptible to mosa¬ 
ic. Septoria leaf blotch, another 
disease, is rather common this 
year in both hard and soft 
wheats, and will reduce yields in 
some fields. 

The fields with mosaic still 
show the effects of the disease. 
The soil-borne virus causing mo¬ 
saic moves very slowly in the 
plant and with warmer weather 
the plant rapidly grows away 
from the diseased parts, giving 
the upper leaves a dark green

Among the many proposals in 
recent times for improving the 
quality of American education 
are those for some system of 
extending'the school*year to the 
full twelve months. Mounting 
school costs, seriously over¬ 
crowded conditions, a desire to 
sjep up education at all levels, 
and changes in our Social struc¬ 
ture have been responsible for 
this current interest. 

Prior to World War I a few 
cities experimented with volun¬ 
tary summer progratns, and lat¬ 
er during the depression years a 
few districts in Pennsylvania 
were induced to try such a plan 
as a publif service. In coal min¬ 
ing communities where unem¬ 
ployment caused real hardships, 
the hot meal at school was about 
the only one that some of the 
children had. For that reason 
their families were anxious for 
school to extend into the sum¬ 
mer if the children could con 
tinue to receive the food and 
have a comfortable place to 
spend the day. 

Another advantage of the 
lo'nger school term at that time 
was that it furnished employ¬ 
ment to the teachers so that! 
they would be around at the 
opening of school in the fall. In' 
many cases no other jobs were 
available, and teachers were 
thankful for even the meager in¬ 
come that summer teaching gave 
them. With World War II eras¬ 
ing unemployment in both indus¬ 
try and the professions, the cir¬ 
cumstances creating the need 
for the extended school year 
faded, and the shorter term was 

Summer Recreation. Workshops 
Afterward, in various parts of 
the country, all kinds of vaca¬ 
tion schools and summer camps 
were instigated by pri%-ate or¬ 
ganizations, churches, and phi¬ 
lanthropists. Sometimes they 
made'use of school facilities; of¬ 
ten not. Summer camps, drama 
festivals, art playgrounds, and 
many other types of recreation¬ 
al programs are now popular 
among those wh o can afford 
them, or those whose way may be 
paid by community chests and 
gifts. Within the past three or 
four years additional summer 
programs have been developed 
■Sponsored by state universities 
and organizations such as the 
National Science Foundation, 
they, are providing inspiring and 
challenging workshops for gifted 
children in science, foreign lan¬ 
guages, speed reading, creative 
writing, international relations, 
and scores of other subjects of 
special interest. 

All of these activities, though 
desirable and certainly well exe¬ 
cuted. have their limitations. For 
one thing, their facilities can ac¬ 
commodate only a select few 
who, in many cases, must go far 
away from home to take advant¬ 
age of them. Furthermore, many 
of the special projects are of 
such short duration that young¬ 
sters are soon back home mark¬ 
ing time until the opening of 
school. 

Students who cannot qualify 
for scholarships and grants to 

left out, as are those simply de¬ 
siring to use the summer to pick 
up a few extra credits, make up 
deficiencies, or develop some 
kind of hobby. The family bud¬ 
get refuses to stretch far enough 
to send or take children out of 
town to where summer schools 
are available. Nearly every com¬ 
munity of any size tries to pro¬ 
vide a variety of recreational ac¬ 
tivities such as swimming, base¬ 
ball, and other sports: band; and 
crafts for people of all ages. 

Growing Trend 

In spite of all that is being 
done to help bridge the gap be¬ 
tween June and September, the 
problem remains unsolved, and 
communities are turning to their 
schools for help. In 1960 there 
were more high school summer

sessions In this country than 
ever before in the history of 
American education. The previ¬ 
ous summer, New York City saw 
thousands of children enrolled 
in both elementary and high 
school classes. For over twenty 
years San Diego, California, high 
schools have been about as ac¬ 
tive In summer as in the winter, 
and this,is equally true in the 
elementary schools. 

For the past fourteen years 
Rochester, Minnesota, has main¬ 
tained a year-around school sys¬ 
tem supported from public funds. 
Approximately fifteen hundred 
children are in attendance vol¬ 
untarily each summer. Gifted 
children of all ages and grade 
levels spend four weeks in en¬ 
riched subjects of particular in¬ 
terest to them. In addition, there 
is an eight-weeks’ term for those 
who desire to study for credit 
in regular courses, and provision 
is made to give remedial instruc¬ 
tion as requested. The Rochester 
plan is considered one of the 
best all-year programs in exis- 

Quarter and Trimester Plans 

Of the several systems being 
considered for adoption else¬ 
where, some kind of quarterly 
division seems to be preferred 
The length of quarters will vary 
to fit individual communities. 
One suggestion is four quarters 
of thirteen weeks each, with de¬ 
ductions each quarter for vaca¬ 
tions leaving something like six 
full weeks not in actual class 
attendance. A pattern more pop¬ 
ular than the thirteen weeks is 
a four-quarter school year with 
ample deductions for holidays 
and the entire month of August 
off. Last of all is a five-term 
plan of nine weeks each, with 
the fifth optional and falling in 
the summer. Though not in use 
below the college lerel except in 
demonstration schools for teach¬ 
er training, the four-quarter 
plan of twelve weeks each is 
probably the most practical for 
a number of reasons. 

There are some very interest¬ 
ing facets about the quarter 
system. One is that the promo¬ 
tional time is quarterly instead 
of annually or semiannually. 
That in itself has pome disad¬ 
vantages, as well as advantages. 
Children reaching school age in 
the middle of the year can enter 
the first grade or kindergarten 
several months earlier than now 
when they must be five or six 
years old near the opening of 
the fall term to qualify for en¬ 
rollment that year. This ar- ■ 
rangc-mcnt provides for a begin-j 
ning class, a middle, and a term¬ 
inal one always in progress from 
the first year in school until 
graduation. 

This Is especially advantage¬ 
ous in the junior or senior high 
school with its departmentalism 
instead of self-contained class¬ 
room of the lower grades. As an 
example, the fall quarter may 
offer classes in beginning Eng¬ 
lish, music, languages, etc., sim¬ 
ultaneously with middle and 
terminal classes in the same 
subjects for each grade level. 

Twelve quarters are required 
to finish high school, and stu¬ 
dents may decide whether to 
take four quarters annually for 
three years or three for four. 
Since students will usually elect 
to go four yesys, the actual en¬ 
rollment each quarter is re¬ 
duced; but more students can 
be accommodated during the cal¬ 
ender year. Not more than three- 
fourths or two-thirds of the total 
enrollment are even in school at 

Another method of"extending 
the school year is the trimester, 
which is comparable to the quar¬ 
ter plan except for the division 
of the school year. In this case, 
the first term opens in Septem¬ 
ber and ends in December, the 
second runs from January to 
March, and the third goes from 
April to August, thus assuring 
a full month's vacation for 
everyone. 

Cost Of Operation 

Studies have proved that it 
is really cheaper to have schools 
open all year after the initial 
cost of lengthening the term. 
The principal addition to the an¬ 
nual budget to include the long¬ 
er term is for salaries, but this 
is compensated for by reductions 
in expenditures for new build¬ 
ings or staffing double sessions. 

In 1952, the board of educa¬ 
tion in Fairfield, Connecticut, 
made a study of the cost of 
keeping school open all year as 
compared with the construction 
of additional schools to accom¬ 
modate three thousand addition¬ 
al students by 1960 for a nine 
and one-half months’ term. The 
survey revealed that the cost of 
installing air conditioning and in 
other ways remodeling the plant 
for longer usage and operating 
the school on a twelve months’ 
term would save the taxpayers 
$33 per $10,000 of assessed val¬ 
uation. The board, however, was 
unable to adopt the extended 
school year because of the par¬ 
ents’ objections. 

As far back as 1932, the sup¬ 
erintendent of the Ambridge, 
Pennsylvania, public schools said 
that with twelve months' em¬ 
ployment the city could raise 
teachers' salaries one - fourth 
without raising the total cost 
per pupil; and during the years 
the plan was used there, the 
per pupil cost dropped. Between 
1927 and 1938 during the time 
that the Aliquippa schools in the 
same state were on a year- 
around term, the superintendent 
reported savings as $ 11,000 on 
debt service alone for one year, 
together with annual savings of 
$15,000 on the cost of classroom 
operation, to sgy nothing of such 


items as insurance and taxes 
paid on school bonds. He figured 
that the district showed a profit 
of $40 per pupil during the life 
of the extended school year, 
which was discontinued because 
of a drop in enrollment. 

Large Savings 

Because so many summer 
terms are now supported at 
least in part by enrollment fees, 
it is difficult to secure reports 
ot costs paid from the general 
school fund, but from available 
data there is little doubt that 
districts holding school all year 
can save considerable money on 
operational expenses. Results of 
a recent survey of advantages 
to be gained by extending the 
school year in Tucson, Arizona, 
released October 20, 1960, indi¬ 
cate that the city can add weeks 
to its school year at much less 
money than is now being spent 
on double sessions and for new 
construction. The committee 
making the survey lists the fol¬ 
lowing advantages if its recom¬ 
mendations to adopt the longer 
school term are put into oper¬ 
ation: "The system would add 
the equivalent of 25 per cent 
to the building capacity without 
expenditure of a penny; educa¬ 
tional opportunities would be 
increased; there would be no 
double sessions; children of 
winter visitors could get in a 
full semester’s work.” The com¬ 
mittee has figures to verify its 
conclusions. 

Following the publication of 
this report, the citizens of Tuc¬ 
son held a meeting at which the 
pros and cons of converting to 
the longer term were discussed. 
Chief opposition came from the 
building contractors who saw a 
lucrative business sliding out 
from under them should the 
constant need for additional 
classrooms be eliminated. How¬ 
ever, this would be offset in part 
by construction necessary to 
convert to the year-around use 
of the school plant. Installing 
air conditioning would be no 
small item, as would be provid¬ 
ing indoor recreational facilities 
to replace outdoor playgrounds 
during the hot weather. 

Problems of Administration 

Though there are some knotty 
problems of administering a 
four-quarter school they are not 
insurmountable. For one thing, 
the promotional practice every 
quarter would necessitate four 
graduations a year in junior and 
senior high school. More clerical 
work would be required for the 
more frequent opening and clos¬ 
ing of the school term. However, I 
colleges which have been using 
the four-quarter system a long 
time, some as long as forty years 
or more, say that the bookkeep¬ 
ing takes no more man hours 
than any other terminal period. 

The greatest problem is likely 
to be felt by students who trans¬ 
fer to schools using the tradi¬ 
tional semester division of the 
school year. The fractions in 
which registrars would become 
involved in evaluating credits 
might puzfele even mathematical 
wizards. 

Another administrative head¬ 
ache would Be to determine 
which students would be in 
school each quarter and who 
would be vacationing. It would 
cause disruption of some fam¬ 
ilies if the children had to be in 
school different quarters, though 
some parents have indicated 
that it would be a convenience 
to have the children in school 
different quarters so that older 
ones could be home the quarter 
they were most needed as baby 
sitters or helpers in a family 
business, such as a store. 

Effect On Teachers 

The teacher’s position in the 
four-quarter system, or any oth¬ 
er for that matter, is a very im¬ 
portant factor. Whether or not 
it would be enhanced is a ques¬ 
tion not to be ignored. The 
Education and Professional 
Standards Commission of the 
National Education Association 
advocates better preparation for 
the beginning teacher, more 
specialized training for every¬ 
one, and a more professional 
attitude within the ranks. Being 
forced to take an annual three 
months' vacation without pay 
does not raise either the teach¬ 
er's stature or his bank account. 
If salaries for year-around work 
are adequate, most teachers 
would likely prefer to remain 
longer in the classroom under 
favorable working conditions. 

As it is, teachers frequently 
have to borrow money to attend 
summer sessions in a college or 
else secure temporary employ¬ 
ment. Probably their initial 
qualifications would have to be 
higher than now, and a system 
of rotating vacations would have 
to be determined. In cities main¬ 
taining summer classes for chil¬ 
dren and even for junior college 
students, the local teachers are 
given a choice of teaching or 
not. Rochester pays the teachers 
for twelve months of work and 
expects them to be on the job 
two summers out of five, but 
they are not always in the 
classroom those two summers. 
Sometimes they work on as¬ 
signments for the following year, 
help with orientation programs 
for new teachers, and attend 
professional workshops either on 
the campus or at a college. Dur¬ 
ing their summers off, they are 
as free to do as they wish as 
they ever were. Better in-service 
training programs have replaced 
the requirement to attend a 
college or university so fre¬ 
quently. Summer teaching would 
not only raise the salaries of 
other teachers but would also 


give them the same prestige 
that year-around services do in 
other fields. 

Summer Employment 
Of Students 

An objection to the extended 
school year has been voiced by 
older students desiring to work 
during their vacations. However, 
nothing could be more beneficial 
to them than the four-quarter 
school year because they can 
take off the quarter most pro¬ 
ductive to them. Traditionally 
that has been in the summer, 
but with our changing economy 
teen-agers and teachers are find¬ 
ing it harder to secure tempor¬ 
ary summer employment With 
school in session, many teachers 
would be off the labor market 
in non-professional fields. It has 
been estimated that not over 5 
per cent of high school age stu¬ 
dents are able to secure work to 
amount to anything except in 
parts of the country where sea¬ 
sonal labor can employ them for 
a short time. The cantaloupe 
season in Yuma, Arizona hires 
boys on a large scale for about 
a month after school is out; oth¬ 
erwise the teen-ager's summer 
work is limited to the same 
part-itime jobs that he has the 
rest of the school year. Har¬ 
vesting potatoes in Idaho, 
peaches in Georgia and some 
other states, sugar beets in Colo¬ 
rado, and grapes in California 
are a few examples of other 
short, seasonal jobs. 

It might be better for some 
boys desiring to spend their va¬ 
cation time working to stay in 
school during the summer and 
take the winter quarter off when 
their services are needed in 
stores and other businesses dur¬ 
ing the mid-winter Christmas 
rush. As it is, boys either lose 
this work entirely or else have 
to be excused from their classes 
to hold these jobs. If they are 
not good students, the time 
spent away from their classes 
may mean the difference be¬ 
tween failing and passing the 
courses they must miss. 

With unemployment becoming 
greater and with automation 
closing in upon so many hand 
jobs, there are fewer and fewer 
demands for unskilled labor; 
and much of the work that is 
left in the agricultural world is 
being done by laborers imported 
from Mexico, thus reducing need 
for students’ help even in seal 
sonal harvests. Other farm work 
has become so specialized or 
hazardous- that inexperienced 
boys are rejected for farm work 
that they once might have had 
when they were available. 

Compulsory Attendance 

Many of the same problems 
are common to both plans—four 
quarters and trimester. One is 
the matter of either legislation 
or court decisions about what 
constitutes the year for compul¬ 
sory attendance. In the case of 
the quarter plan, would it be 
three; and in the case of the 
trimester, would it be two or 
the whole year? In South Caro¬ 
lina a bill has been drawn to 
request the legislature to pro¬ 
vide a pilot class for a year’s 
trial to y iron out some of .the 
legal matters before' enacting 
legislation to make’the extend¬ 
ed school , year mandatory, per¬ 
missible, or outlawed. 

Laws making a twelve- 
months' term compulsory would 
create a hardship in small dis¬ 
tricts whose enrollment is too 
low and facilities too limited to 
profit by any kind of extended 
term. It has been estimated that 
the enrollment in an elementary 
school should be at least six 
hundred before an attempt > is 
made to maintain a twelve 
months’ term. Providing the 
means to extend the term in 
districts requesting it should be 
all of the legislation necessary 
to further such a program. 

Problems of Vacations 

The determining factor against 
adoption of a twelve-months' 
school system in Fairfield, a res¬ 
idential city in Connecticut, was 
fear that adult vacations would 
not match the children’s, and 
that seems to be the strongest 
opposition wherever the plan 
is being considered. Yet estab¬ 


lished summer schools do not 
find that school interferes to 
any extent with summer vaca¬ 
tion plans. In fact, some cities 
say that their summer program 
often attracts out-of-town fam¬ 
ilies to spend their vacations 
there so that the children can 
take advantage of some of the 
opportunities the school offers. 

Besides, there is a growing 
need for Americans to stagger 
their vacations so that they are 
not all crowded into a few weeks 
in the summer. Park superin¬ 
tendents all over the nation 
have been urging industry to 
have a different schedule of va¬ 
cations to permit better use of 
park facilities. It is pointed out 
that traffic in the parks during 
the summer has become as haz¬ 
ardous .as it is at five o’clock 
any week day on Michigan Ave¬ 
nue or Hollywood and Vine. 
Steamship companies and travel 
agencies are trying all kinds of 
inducements to convince people 
of the advantages of touring dur¬ 
ing other seasons of the year. 
Many industrial managers pre¬ 
fer having vacations come at a 
slack part of the year regardless. 
of the time it fails, and farmers, 
of course, often find it impos¬ 
sible to get away at all during 
the summer. Thus, the four- 
quarter school year might be¬ 
come the answer to better yaca- - 
tion schedules. 

Loss Of Continuity 

There seems to be concern ’ 
that students might lose the con¬ 
tinuity, of a course if their vaca¬ 
tion quarter is not always the 
same or does not match the or¬ 
ganization of a class such as 
chemistry. This is,, hardly a logi¬ 
cal argument since a student 
could always register in the 
class that would follow the one 
he has completed; or if he feels 
that he is too far behind, he 
might arrange to audit his' pre¬ 
ceding class until he has caught 
up. Any teacher knows that it 
takes fully a month in the fall 
to get back into the education 
groove after a long summer va¬ 
cation divorced from school. 

Iowa Tests of Educational De¬ 
velopment given the students in 
the year-around schools at Ro¬ 
chester revealed that the stu¬ 
dents averaged in the top 8 per 
cent of the nation, and similar 
statistics are available for oth¬ 
er schools having similar sum¬ 
mer programs. Surveys in some 
schools found that the lowest 
scholastic records are made in 
the winter and the highest in 
the spring and summer. This 
may be caused by more absen¬ 
ces in the winter because of 
more prevalent illness. 

Reduced Summer Accidents 

Safety councils, welfare 
boards, and juvenile court judges 
have felt that a longer school 
term would reduce summer ac¬ 
cidents among children, decrease ■ 
juvenile crime, and in other ways 
benefit the community. Whether 
the quarter system, with a third 
of the youth of a community al¬ 
ways out of school, is the an¬ 
swer cannot be ascertained un¬ 
til it has been tried. One opinion 
is that the trimester might be 
more advantageous. One judge 
requires delinquents to attend 
school all year instead of serv¬ 
ing time in a reformatory, and 
gangs could be broken up by 
requiring different attendance 
quarters for the members. Work¬ 
ing parents might prefer to 
keep their children in school the 
full year with lighter class loads 
part of the time. 

The principal obstacle in con¬ 
verting to a twelve-months’ 
school term of some kind is the 
age-old resistance of human na¬ 
ture to change. There is not one 
of the many problems involved 
that cannot be resolved with a 
little imagination. At a time 
when there is so much concern 
about the intellectual advance¬ 
ment of American youth and the 
best way to gain it, only sheer 
folly would permit tradition to 
stand in the way of giving our ” 
boys and girls the advantage of 
more adequate school opportun¬ 
ities.

EDITORIAL 


Survey Still Essential To Coordinate 
Future Airport With Local Planning 

Mayor Davis’ efforts to keep the local airport 
issue alive are soundly based and merit active sup¬ 
port throughout the Illinois Metropolitan Area. 
The Madison county airport committee's conclu¬ 
sion that a major airport could not and should not 
be supported by local taxes probably is correct. 
But it is still imperative that a preliminary survey 
be made to ensure that a future airport will con¬ 
form to this area's needs and not interfere with 
other proposed projects. 

The issue can be simply stated. There is gen¬ 
eral agreement that another major base must be 
established; Lambert Field is hemmed in, and 
its air traffic is growing each year. It also is gen¬ 
erally agreed that an airport with enough land to 
become a second major site should be in the Madi- 
son-St. Clair counties region, due to the need for 
ample acreage and for adequate separation from 
Lambert's air lanes. 

Unless local officials and communities “get 
in on the act," they will find site selection and 
planning being done here by an outside group, 
without full consideration of local problems, con¬ 
ditions and plans. To prevent this, facts of the 
type resulting from a preliminary airport study 
are needed—and soon. No concrete local steps can 
be taken without this as a basis. 

Enough land is available for both a large 
airport and related industrial sites, but this will 
not remain true forever. Airport financing is a 
problem but not the current issue. If an airport 
is to be coordinated with the growth and future of 
the. Illinois Metropolitan. Area, the initial survey 
must be made and the $20,000 survey cost must 
be raised in some way. If this full amount is not 
provided by the cities, counties and Chambers of 
Commerce of the two counties, other sources must 
be found. 

Scholastic Attainments

product of the educational system — scholastic 
achievement. 

In a world rapidly becoming more complex 
and competitive, study and mastery of traditional 
and new courses will become more and more essen¬ 
tial. This could be encouraged by service clubs 
honoring the outstanding scholars of all local 
schools on a regular basis.

In a nation ruled by its citizens, elected legis¬ 
lators form an all-important group responsible for 
the effective functioning of government. It was a 
rare privilege and a valuable experience for 20

of Illinois' governing body. 

The experience was helpful because future 
leaders emerge from groups such as these. The 
importance of young people—and older persons as 
well—taking interest in the governmental processes 
cannot be overemphasized.

"youth governor.” We applaud the selection as

Training Courses Aiding 
Hundreds Of Local Residents 

Training' courses have been in the news fre¬ 
quently of late, and the wide variety being con¬ 
ducted here is helping to enrich the lives of Quad- 
' Cityans. Self-improvement is a worthwhile and 
popular pastime, and we hope for even more ex¬ 
panded programs in the coming years. 

A leading example is Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity's in-plant training, which is teaching in¬ 
dustrial personnel such widely divergent subjects 
as management techniques, report writing, psy¬ 
chology, logic and creative literature. The litera¬ 
ture course has no direct application to the em¬ 
ployees' work but is regarded as valuable in af¬ 
fording historical comparisons with modem trends 
and concepts. In all, nearly 1000 persons are en¬ 
rolled in the industrial and technical program in 
the area served by SlLTs Southwestern Illinois 
Campus. 

Other recent classes have included Red Cross 
first-aid instruction for leaders of Girl Scout troops 
and civil defense courses in emergency procedures 
and radioactivity detection. 

An informed citizenry is essential in a de¬ 
mocracy. It is apparent that much is being done 
to keep local citizens well informed in vocational, 
safety and cultural fields. 

Master Drainage Proposal Is The 
Only Answer To City’s Latest Flood 

Once again Granite Cityans are bailing them¬ 
selves out after a heavy rain. And, once again, 
there has been extensive property damage, costly 
travel delays and inconvenience, even boating in 
the streets. 

But all this can be changed—and soon. The 
comprehensive drainage and sanitary sewer report, 
scheduled for release later this month, provides 
the method. Public support can do the rest. 

It will be a costly project since its ultimate 
purpose is three-fold: it will take care of drainage 
problems in every section of the city; it also will 
separate sanitary disposal and extend those fa¬ 
cilities into each section of town; and it will pave 
the way for compliance with federal insistence on 
pollution treatment before the flow enters the 
Mississippi river. 

Not only will this program relieve conditions 
such as were experienced again last weekend, but 
it will put Qranite City in the forefront in the stiff 
competition with other communities to attract in-' 
dustry, business and new citizens.
